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State water ballot 
goal now in doubt

The Board of Supervisors’ 2-man 
committee—made up of Supervisors 
Robert Hedlund and Robert Kallman— 
met informally this week to firm up 
proposals for board action and concluded 
that the November 1978 date will have to 
be reevaluated.

State says crossing 
signals 'not warranted'

Lompoc Crossing Guard Dorris Moore 
disagrees with the government that 
flashing signals at the Ocean and V in- 
t ere section are “ not w arranted.” 
Yellow warning lights would comple­ 
ment her little red sign In alerting traffic 
t 
«»ow or «ton for children crossing 
va i-X uth El m entary or L-impoc Jr. 
High, 
“ This intersection,’’ she said, nodding 
to car« and trucks whizzing by on 
Highway 216, “ should have both—a 
guard to keep the kids back and the lights 
to slow the cars down 
The state Departm ent of Transporta­ 
tion (DoT) has again rejected a Lompoc 
request for flashing yellow lights at 
Ocean and V. near the outskirts of town 
where the speed limit is a brisk 40 miles- 
per-hour and just yards from allowing 
California's legal limit of 55. 
The state is polite in its letter of rejec­ 
tion to the city “ Thank you for your in­ 
terest in highway safety,” it says 
The departm ent this year painted 
yellow crosswalk lines at Ocean and V, 
and erected two yellow “ School X-ing” 
signs near the intersection. 
That is enough, according to the state, 
which doesn’t put up lights “ willy nilly," 
as DoT traffic engineer H R. Redden 
said. 
Neither does the state put flashing 
yellow warning lights at a “controlled’’ 
intersection, where a crossing guard is 
employed 
“ You have the best possible precaution 
at that intersection,” Redden said, “a 
human, grown-up adult.” 
Assistant School Superintendent Alice 
Milligan agrees that a crossing guard 


without lights is preferable to lights 
without a crossing guard The choice, ac­ 
cording to state law. is necessary. 
Milligan said she wrote the state about 
low ground fog in Lompoc, resulting at 
times in diminished visibility. 
“ 1 really emphasised the sahsty of the 
children.” she said, “ thinking maybe 
they could make some exception.” 
Ftedden. from his DoT office in San 
Luis Obispo, acknowledged the morning 
fog problem, but called it an “ occasional 
occasion.” which would not w arrant the 
installation of lights. 


“ If the fog is that bad. drivers should 
be driving cautiously anyway,” he said. 
“ I don't think we need a light to say the 
fog's bad today!” 


Since classrooms opened, fog has been 
bad on one day—the first day of school, 
Moore said 


“We couldn't see the cars unless their 
lights were on,” she said. A policeman 
that morning parked his car in the 
eastern turn lane on Ocean, put on the 
car’s emergency flashing lights and

helped Moore direct traffic. 
Even without the fog, however, the 
lights would prove useful, Moore said. 
Because 
some children—“ the sm art 
alecks, who think they’re too big to be 
helped’ — start crossing the street 
without her assistance. 
That happened just recently, she said, 
when a fast-moving car screeched and 
skidded to a stop to avoid hitting a child. 
Also, some junior high students cross 
half a block up the street, away from the 
intersection, because they'd rather do it 
themselves Yellow lights, which—when 
flashing—could reduce the speed limit to 
25. m ight help in slowing cars ap­ 
proaching such kids, Moore said

Art Hibbits’ Lompoc Advisory Com­ 
mittee for the County General Plan, last 
night, relaxed its previously approved 
urban-rural limit line to make way for 
future growth of Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills. 
The committee voted 14-10 on the mo­ 
tion of LeRoy Scolari to increase the 
Village area westerly to the boundary of 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
An es­ 
timated 500 acres of virgin land is in­ 
volved. 
Earlier, Ralph Griffin, chairman of 
the land use com m ittee of Vandenberg 
Village Association, spelled out the need 
to include the land in the affected area 
under nominal consideration for develop­ 
ment. 
He said it made good sense to 
build homes in an area near the Base job 
m arket, near schools and near a shopp­ 
ing center. 
Griffin said the more restrictive urban 
line which was approved by the commit­ 
tee last week, would force development 
Mtttbeast and east of present develop­ 
ment. He said that would encourage an­ 
nexation to Lompoc. “ Village residents 
don’t want any part of annexation at this 
tim e,” Griffin said. “That’s not to say 
annexation will never come,” 
In another key action, the com m ittee 
voted 16-8 on the motion of Harley Craig 
to add an estim ated M0 acres due east of 
Mission Hills 
At the outset of the 
m eeting. Joe M ixsell described a 
ranchette development he and others 
were planning for a parcel of 980 acres. 
An estim ated 300 acres, which is now in­ 
cluded within the urban line, is planned 
for 100 three-acre homesites, and the 
balance is zoned for 40-acre develop­ 
ment. 
In the end, the com m ittee expanded 
the line to include the 300 acres, but 
balked at proposals to include the entire 
980 acres 
Considerable debate was triggered by 
Rick Schmidt’s motion to “adopt the pre­ 
sent urban limit line with the additions 
voted tonight.” 
The committee approved the motion, 
but not before lengthy discussion and 
consideration of several amendments. 
Committee member Bill Fick, who is 
also chairman of Lompoc Plannic Com­ 
mission, sought unsuccessfully to include 
language that would hold action on one 
section in abeyance pending decisions on 
urban limits by Lompoc planning and 
council bodies. In the end. the commit­ 
tee agreed that last night’s action did not 
block future considerations by the city 


The two supervisors will meet again 
this morning with Charles Lawrance, 
engineer-manager of the County Water 
Agency to work out a timetable for the 
presentation of a series of studies on 
related water issues. Included are 
studies on conjunctive use, cloud 
seeding, water demand, watershed 
management, adequacy of groundwater 
supplies, and adequacy of surface water 
supplies, water rights, waste water 
reclamation. 
Also in the wind is a proposal for the 
County Water Agency, whose members 
are the five supervisors, to meet 
separately from the Monday board 
meeting on Tuesdays, but that hasn’t 
been included as an agenda item yet. 


However, Lawrance totally concurs, 
“There’s just too much to be done” for 
the Water Agency to handle the issues 
during board meetings and it “takes 
away from their normal business.” 


Accordingly, Hedlund and Kallman 
want to set up a work session Dec. 13 and 
14 to handle these proposals. By that 
time, more will be known on alternative 
sources to State Water. 
Alternative source studies have been 
going slow, due largely to consultants 
CDM, Inc., which was contracted to han­ 
dle the Phase I study on conjunctive use 
for the county. In an earlier Water 


Agency meeting this month, CDM was 
recommended not to be rehired to do 
Phase II studies because their Phase I 
was not done in time and was considered 
incomplete. The Water Agency’s staff 
has had to jump in and help out and is 
now analyzing computer runs on the in­ 
formation they’ve gathered so far. A 
report is due at the Oct. 3 meeting of the 
Water Agency/Board of Supervisors. 
The Water Agency wants as much in­ 
formation as possible out on alternatives 
to State Water before a countywide vote 
so that citizens could make an informed 
decision. Conjunctive use of surface and 
groundwater is the main alternative at 
this time and preliminary estimates by 
CDM state that up to 10,000 acre feet per 
year could be available without having 
significant impact on groundwater 
basins. 
But even that figure is controversial. 
Supervisor Bill Wallace, for instance, 
said at the Sept. 19 board meeting that 
withdrawing that much water would 
have significant impacts, “such as the 
destruction of the Lompoc groundwater 
basin.” 
So much of the information on alter­ 
natives has been subjective, such as 
last week’s report from Lawrance guess­ 
ing at many of the different sources of 
water like cloudseeding and wastewater 
reclamation. 
Design begun for Base, 
Lompoc sewer hookup 


Final design engineering is under way 
today for the conveyor system to connect 
Vandenberg Air Force Base with the 
Lompoc Valley Regional Wastewater 
Treatment Plant, it was disclosed today. 
Actual hookup of the sprawling 
military base to the plant an Central 
Avenue is expected late in 1978 or early 
in 1979, according to Carl Greenstein, 
public affairs officer for the Sacramento 
District of the Corps of Engineers, prime 
project designers. 


Advertising for bids on the estimated 
$1.4 million project is expected in March 
of next year, with construction beginning 
in April. Greenstein said the project 
could be completed in as little as six 


months, or it could take twice the 
amount of time. 
Design capacity for the new system 
feeding into the regional plant is es­ 
timated at 1.3 million gallons a day, 
Greenstein said, or for “peak wet 
weather flow,” of 3.4 m.g.d. 
Greenstein also said pbns include a 
stubout or spur for the possible future 
participation of the Federal Correctional 
Institution 
The Federal Bureau of 
Prisons elected at the outset to go it 
alone with their own sewer disposal 
system. However, the bureau is known 
to be concerned with the cost of the in- 
house system as it reportedly ap­ 
proaches the estimated cost of plugging 
into the regional plant in the first place. 
La Purisima advisers to 
meet with state architect

Members of the Advisory Committee 
for La Purisim a Mission will meet with 
the state's senior landscape architect 
tomorrow at the mission for a review of 
plans and goals. 


The official. Bob Dering of the acquisi­ 
tion section of the State Parks and 
Recreation Department, is expected to 
give a progress report on state plans for 
acquisition of a small parcel immediate­ 
ly in front of the mission entrance on 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road. An estimated 
$80.000 was placed in the state budget 
5ome months ago for land acquisition 
costs of a buffer in front of the mission. 
The land under consideration is believed 


to contain the remnants of an old Indian 
storage shed. State officials and en­ 
vironmentalists had feared the mission 
entrance would be swallowed up with 
home development. 
Deering’s visit is believed related to 
a move to develop an overall plan for the 
mission 
Jack Mason, regional ranger, said the 
mission park has never had a com­ 
prehensive plan for development. Firm­ 
ly established aims and goals will serve 
as guidelines for many years to come, 
according to Mason. 
The committee, headed by Julia 
Forbes of Montecito, is expected to have 
a picnic lunch and then tour the mission 
before finally coming to grips with the 
formulation of the goals, Mason said. 


News analysis 
Doctor's complaints point out issues 


This is the last in a series of articles.)

O bstetrician Maj. W illiam Ramos 
probably would not have written a letter 
to the editor criticizing Vandenberg Air 
Force Base Hospital if he didn’t want to 
get himself out of the m ilitary. 
He did have selfish motives in con­ 
tacting a newspaper. Publicizing his job 
dissatisfaction and disputes with the 
hospital commander could spur his early 
release from the Air Force. 
His 
p e rso n a l 
in te n tio n s a sid e , 
however, Ramos’ case calls deserved at­ 
tention to im portant larger topics: the 
role of the military as health care 
provider, the arm ed forces doctor shor­ 
tage, the often undesirable working con­ 
ditions in m ilitary hospitals. 


A critical source of military doctors 
dried up with the end of the draft in 1972. 
But the initial panic over how the 
Armed Forces would supply enough 
physicians for m ilita ry personnel, 
retirees and their families has subsided 
Previously inducted young persons are 
now lured into m ilitary service by offers 
of valuable medical scholarships. About 
370 pre-medical students a year accept 
Defense Department-paid training while 


commiting themselves to future service. 
These students are among the new 
“ all-volunteer force ” 
Dr. Ramos is 
such a “volunteer,” serving at VAFB 
hospital, ironically, against his will. 
Ramos now says he “ did a dumb 
thing” in joining the Air Force. 
Are 
other freshmen medical students also 
making ill-informed decisions? 
Have 
they a good idea of what tasks await 
them beyond graduation? Have they tru­ 
ly “ volunteered” to selflessly serve in 
a u stere m ilitary hospitals, w here 
“ Marcus Welby” or “ Medical Center” 
myths are. perhaps, most quickly ex­ 
ploded? 


If not, they, like Dr. Ramos, may come 
to regret the debt they owe for their 
education 
And low doctor morale can 
add nothing to, if not detract from, ser­ 
vice to patients. 
Ramos says he has offered to pay back 
“ every penny” the government invested 
in his education and specialty training. 
He has discovered, however, “ they want 
my time, not my money " 
Indeed, his tim e is more valuable than 
money to the Air Force, which cannot 
simply “ buy” another doctor. “ If Ramos 
leaves,” a VAFB co-obstetrician said, 
“ will we gel another guy to replace him? 
We don’t know ” 


A vacancy left by Dr. Ran*06 would 
mean greater workloads for the remain­ 
ing health personnel, possibly sparking 
the dissatisfaction of another doctor or 
nurse or technician. It would mean less 
available service, perhaps a lower 
quality of care, for those to whom the 
Defense Department has promised ser­ 
vice. 
But why even promise this “ abun­ 
d an ce” of serv ice, these “ fringe 
benefits,” asks Ram os’ lawyer Richard 
Fox, who specializes in military cases 
“Taxpayers should no longer have to 
foot the bill for medical treatm ent for 
(m ilitary) dependents,” he says, es­ 
pecially since Armed Forces salaries 
have risen dram atically in recent years. 
In fact, VAFB active duty personnel 
amount to only 23 per cent of the patients 
seen at the hospital. Having to care only 
for these persons would, of course, 
greatly relieve the burden on the 
hospital. 
Fox suggests an alternative to the 
Armed Forces employing doctors to 
serve military families: 
Give them 
books of “ doctor coupons," he says, and 
send them to civilian doctors who could 
get reim bursed by m ailing in the 
coupons. 
Or all military dependents, retirees 


and their dependents could use 
CHAMPUS. the military health in­ 
surance program. 
Currently, retirees 
and dependents are referred to 
CHAMPUSonly when the hospital is un­ 
able to provide a particular service 
These alternatives would shift the 
burden of medical services for non­ 
active duty personnel to civilian and 
community physicians, with the military 
still paying for many of the desired 
health care benefits. 
Fox disputes the military’s current ap­ 
proach to doctor recruiting, with its goal 
of Continuing the same levels of care to 
all those eligible. 
The Department of Defense is now 
urging Congress to fund new doctor 
bonuses of between $9,000 and $13,500 a 
year, which would cost U.S. taxpayers 
nearly $150 million. 
Over $60 million has been spent on the 
still-unfinished 
Uniformed 
Services 
University of the Health Sciences in 
Bethesda. Md. - a military medical 
school, 
According to Rep. Jack Edwards (R- 
Aia.). as quoted in the Washington Post, 
it would cost $196,000 to graduate each 
student from the school by 1982, whereas 
educating military doctors in existing 
colleges would cost only about $67,000. 
And the new school would still not 


graduate enough doctors to end the shor­ 
tage 
The1 m ilitary’s “ money-answers- 
everything approach” (toes not. Fox 
says. 
Armed Forces doctors currently earn 
between about $38,000 and $48,000 a year, 
and they are also eligible for health and 
pension benefits. 
But doctors who aim to get rich would 
not join the military, which cannot com­ 
pete with earning opportunities in 
civilian life. 
A July survey for the Department of 
Health Education and Welfare found that 
a “typical physician" in the United 
States earned $53,600 before taxes in 
1975. 
Also — interesting in relation to the 
case of Dr. Ramos - obstetricians and 
gynecologists were found to earn an 
average $69,100 a year, making them the 
highest paid U S physicians 


The more lucrative opportunities for 
doctors in private practice make the 
military’s efforts to recruit and hold doc­ 
tors ineffective, if not futile, because pay 
bonuses, while still not attracting enough 
doctors to fully relieve the shortage, are 
temporary anyway. 
In addition, the medical profession 
may be largely incompatible with the 


military profession, a problem money 
cannot remedy. 
Our society holds its doctors in highest 
esteem, making it difficult, perhaps, for 
them to subordinate their individual 
wills to the military corporation. 
The desire for self-determination, 
management of their own affairs, may 
prove the biggest obstacle to doctors 
finding happiness in the military. 


An unhappy Dr. Ramos is considered 
by some to be unethical and selfish for 
complaining publicly about harried 
working conditions at the hospital while 
seeking release from the Air Force — 
now that he has received his expense- 
paid education. 


But his complaints, however selfishly 
motivated, are based on rail conditions 
at VAFB: In key clinics too few doctors 
often have too many patients to serve. 
Administration does place a high impor­ 
tance on “productivity” — speedy 
processing of greater numbers of 
patients — possible at times to the detri­ 
ment of care. Often, it seems to doctors, 
they must sacrifice professional con­ 
siderations to military requirements. 
Unlike Dr. Ramos, however, other 
doctors at the hospital would quietly 
tolerate these conditions until their 
military obligations are completed. 


Oil pipeline for county 
eyed for economic factors 


T h e 
jo in t 
in d u s tr y - 
goverament group working on 
the feasibility of an oil pipeline 
through this county is ready for 
its “final push" to determine if 
it is economically feasible. 
The next meeting of the group 
is Oct. 11, 10 a.m. in the coun­ 
ty’s Planning Commission hear­ 
ing room and the purpose is “to 
enter into a final, concentrated 
effort to determine definitively 
whether or not a pipeline is a 
feasible alternative to tanker- 
ing in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
n e l,” said E nvironm ental 
Q u a lity 
C o o rd in a to r 
A1 
Reynolds. 
According to Dev Vrat of the 
county’s Office of Environmen­ 
tal Quality and chairman of the 
joint group's economic subcom­ 
mittee, “We’ve determined a 
pipeline is technically feasible; 
now we want to know if it’s 
economically feasible.’’ 
A snag was put into the whole 
idea of a pipeline when Interior 
Secretary Cecil Andrus refused 
to revoke Exxon's permit for an 
offshore oil treatment facility 
recently, and "without Exxon, 
it’s a good chance that the 
pipeline will be uneconomic,” 
said Vrat. 
N e v e r t h e le s s , 
E x x o n 
representatives continue to 
take an active part in the 
pipeline study because their of­ 
fshore permit limits them to 
handling 40,000 barrels of crude 
per day and they are reportedly 
willing to use a pipeline for oil 
over and above that limit. 
The group will talk about 
pipeline alternatives at the Oct. 
11 meeting, both in building new 
lines and using existing ones in 
Ventura County. 
There are 
three main pipeline alter­ 
natives. and each one requires a 


Santa Barbara county coastline 
to feed into the alternatives. 
If the LNG plant gets ap­ 
proved for Point Concepcion, 
there’s a possibility that a 
pipeline for crude oil could be 
put alongside the LNG pipeline, 
which would run 
from the 
Point to Arvin, passing between 
Solvang and La Purisima State 
Park. Another alternative is a 
line straight to Los Angeles and 
the third would be to tie into 
ARCO’s 20-inch pipeline in Ven­ 
tura to the San Joaquin Valley. 
Preliminary data has been 
worked up for a pipeline from 
Exxon’s Las Flores treatment 
p la n t in G o le ta to th e 
Wilmington refinery near Long 
Beach, a total of 142 miles for 
the 20-inch line. Total costs are 
set at $6l j million if construc­ 
tion sta rts in 1981, being 
finished by 1983. Other pipeline 
alternatives have not been 
figured yet. 
One factor in a pipeline alter­ 
native is just where the oil can 
be refined. Included for study 
at the Oct. 11 meeting is a 
report by the State Lands Divi­ 
sion on refinery capabilities. 


H ow ever, the C alifornia 
refineries were loath to commit 
themselves. 
The report con­ 
cludes that “the uncertainty of 
the volumes of crude oil that 
will be produced having various 
levels of sulfur content is the 
main obstacle in estimating 
California refinery capacity to 
process Santa Barbara Channel 
crude.” 


The State Lands Commission 
also analyzed existing pipelines 
in Ventura County, which is op­ 
timistic “because of declining 
production” from the Ventura 
region

In order to tie into the ex­ 
isting pipelines to handle Santa 
Barbara’s oil, however, more 
pumps are necessary and some 
lines would have to be ex­ 
panded. 
A m ajor fa cto r in the 
econom ic fea sib ility of a 
pipeline is how m uc| produc­ 
tion will actually occur over 
time. The 
Governor’s Office 
of Planning and Research has 
provided the joint group with 
“ scen arios” of production 
which identify peak production. 
Allan Lind of GOPR con­ 
cludes that “a new pipeline 
from the Channel to Los 
Angeles would have to compete 
with existing lines” in Ventura 
which are not being used up to 
capacity. Hence, “the new line 
loses in such a competition.” 
Lind seems to prefer tying 
into existing pipelines and the 
alternative of putting a crude 
oil line next to an LNG line 
from Point Concepcion is not 
mentioned since the idea is 
relatively new. 
Four production scenarios 
are proposed to be discussed 
and analyzed for the feasibility 
of a pipeline. 
The first puts 
production at 83,000 barrels a 
day which includes existing 
fields; the second at 123,000 b/d 
which includes existing and as­ 
sumed potential of some Chan­ 
nel fields; the third at 156,000 
b/d which includes the previous 
plus Exxon’s Santa Ynez fields, 
and the last at 200,000 b/d which 
includes the previous plus un­ 
identified fields. 
The pipeline would be con­ 
structed and operated by a 
private corporation, but would 
be a “common carrier,” ac­ 
cording to current plans.

The Santa Barbara County 
Housing Authority has been 
granted $220,000 in federal 
"modernization funds” — the 
sixth time in as many years the 
housing agency has received its 
request. 
“We got everything we asked 
for which makes us very hap­ 
py.” said Acting Director 
Michael Lynn. “We’ve been 
very fortunate in the moder­ 
nization program.

Lynn explained the Housing 
and Urban Development grant 
would be divided into $120,000 
for the Lompoc Terrace project 
and $100.000 allocated to the 
Evans Park district in Santa 
Maria. 
The “modernization funds” 
are approved by HUD for 


projects which 
will improve 
the general structures erf ex­ 
isting low income housing 
projects. Lynn said. 


They are supplemental to 
regular budgeted HUD monies. 
Lynn said the funds will be 
used basically as a continuatibn 
of projects under way with 
p revious “ m od ern ization 
funds.” This includes improve­ 
m e n t s to k i t c h e n s and 
bathrooms and also energy con­ 
servation measures — new 
bathroom fixtures, added in­ 
sulation and new heaters.

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Paris hijacker 
threatens 100 


P A R IS (U P I) - A lone 
hijacker armed with a pistol 
and grenade seized a French 
domestic jetliner today, shot a 
stewardess and forced it to 
return to Paris where he 
demanded radio time to broad­ 
cast a political message. He 
threatened to blow up the plane 
with 100 persons aboard. 
The hijacker — described as 
tall, blond and about 45 — also 
demanded a full load of fuel for 
an undisclosed destination. He 
said if there were any false 
moves he would blow up the 
Caravelle twin-jet airliner and 
all 100 persons still aboard. 
He also said that if his de­ 
mands for fuel were met and 
his message was broadcast, he 
would release 50 of the 100 
persons. These included 94 pas­ 
sengers and a crew of six. 
The seventh crew member, a 
stewardess whom the hijacker 
shot in the arm, was allowed off 
the Air Inter plane along with 
six passengers, one of them an 
infant, reducing the original 107 
persons aboard to an even 
hundred. 


Police said the hijacker 
demanded 12 minutes of air 
time and wanted a radio station 
car with transmitter driven 
alongside the plane at Orly air­ 
port. He said only one person 
could be in the car. 
The hijacker further said a 
microphone should be attached 
to a rope which he would lower 
from the cockpit so that he 
could broadcast a pre-taped 
message. 
He demanded that the mes­ 
sage be broadcast immediately 
over Radio Europe No. 1 and 
Radio Monte Carlo, the two 
chief French commercial radio 
stations, police said. 
Police sharpshooters sur­ 
rounded the plane. Air traffic in 
and out of Orly airport was 
briefly suspended when the air­ 
liner returned to Paris. Other 
flights resumed while French 
officials in the airport control 
tower negotiated with the 
hijacker aboard the plane. 
The airliner commander, a 
Capt. Magnol, transmitted the 
hijacker’s demand to have his 
message broadcast.

W ASHINGTO N (U P I) - 
President Carter says only a 
“ relatively small number” of 
differences now exist between 
the United States and Soviet 
Union in the strategic arms 
talks, but they may take “ quite 
a long time to resolve.” 
At a news conference Thurs­ 
day, Carter also said the United 
States will begin to “ meet with 
and work with” the Palestine 
Liberation Organization once it 
acknowledges Israel’s right to 
exist, but even then he could not 
guarantee the PLO a direct role 
in Middle East peace talks. 


Today the President was 
meeting with a group of 
Republican senators to com­ 
plete a series of sessions he has 
had with all the members of 
Congress. 
The 1972 SALT accord, which 
put numerical limits on strate­ 
gic weapons, expires Monday, 
but both sides have said they 
will continue to honor it while 
the current talks continue. 
“ They have been fairly flexi- 


ble in their attitude and we 
have tried to match that 
cooperative stance.” Carter 
said of the Russian negotiators. 
“ So we are making some 
progress.” he said. “ An im­ 
mediate agreement is not in 
prospect. We’ve narrowed 
down the differences to a 
relatively small number, which 
could take quite a long time to 
resolve.” 
Carter also dealt with the 
thorny issue of PLO participa­ 
tion in Middle East peace talks, 
saying. “ It is obvious to me that 
there can be no ... peace settle­ 
ment without adequate Palesti­ 
nian representation " 
Israel has agreed to Pales­ 
tinian participation in he talks, 
as long as members of the PLO 
are not included 
Referring to a U N resolu­ 
tion which, in effect, recognizes 
Israel's right to exist as a state, 
he said. “ If the PLO accepts 
U N 242 and the right of Israel 
to exist, then we would begin 
discussions with the leaders of 
the PLO

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Senate Finance Committee 
split almost evenly in an “ infor­ 
mal” vote today on whether 
em ployers and em ployes 
should bear the burden of Social 
Security taxes equally. 
The vote was nine “ yes” and 
eight “ no,” with Sen. John Dan- 
forth, R-Mo., recording his 
position as “ a slight shake of 
the head.” 
“ At the moment it would look 
like a tie,” said Chairman Rus­ 
sell Long, D-La. 
On one side of the dispute are 
liberal members of the commit­ 
tee, led by Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis., who have proposed in­ 
creasing Social Security taxes 
more for employers than for 
•employes in a bill aimed at 
putting the program back on a 
sound financial basis. 
A bill approved in principle 
by the committee two weeks 
ago takes that position. 
On the other are conser­ 
vatives. led by Sen. Carl Curtis, 
R-Neb., who say Social Security 
taxes should be borne equally 
by employers and employes, as 
in the past.

The pristine valley and sur­ 
rounding slopes high in the 
Sierra in eastern Tulare County 
have been described as proba­ 
bly the best place in the United 
States for development of year- 
round recreation facilities. 
The late Walt Disney visited 
the site in 1965 and saw in his 
mind's eye thousands of adults 
and children fishing, hiking, 
skiing and relaxing there He 
promised to build a $35 million 
resort that would blend correct­ 
ly with the environmental 
beauty of the place. 
But when the project became 
entangled in lengthy legal dis­ 
pute with the Sierra Club, 
which earlier had favored 
development, the Disney com- 
panv put Mineral King “ on the 
back burner.” The company 
looked for another place to 
build a mountain resort and is 
doing preliminary work at a 
site near Lake Tahoe 
But James Stewart, a spokes­ 
man for Walt Disney Produc­ 
tions. said this week that “ was 
not an indication we are no 
longer interested in Mineral 
King " 
Stewart said the company 
presented a new “ scaled down” 
proposal for the project to 
Forest Service officials last 
June. He declined to give 
details. 


PASADENA (U PI) - It’s 
springtime on Mars and the 
frost would be on the pumpkin. 
It would be, that is. if there 
were Martian pumpkins. 
Viking 2. perched since last 
Sept. 3 on the northern Martian 
plain called Utopia, has just 
given scientists on Earth their 
first close look at frost on the 
surface of the red planet, 
despite the season. 
The black and white photo 
was taken Sept. 13, just as 
winter was ending and spring 
beginning, and radioed to earth 
earlier this week. 
"It looks for all the world like 
frost or snow ." said D r 
Ken­ 
neth L. Jo n es of the Viking 
lander team at Caltech's Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory, which 
monitors and operates far rang­ 
ing space explorers for NASA 
“ It’s very, very thin and at 
the moment we re not sure if 
it’s dry ice. water ice or 
clathrate.” 
Scientists know that it does 
get cold enough on Mars to 
form drv ice — frozen carbon 


dioxide from the atmosphere 
Clathrate is a mixture of dry 
ice and water ice. 
Radio commands were sent 
to Viking to take color photos of 
the frost — in the early morning 
hours, before the sun warms it 
— which will be beamed back to 
JP L next week 


The uncertainty over the 
makeup of the frost. Jones said, 
is because scientists have con­ 
flicting temperature readings 
from the Viking lander, one of 
two robot scientific stations 
located on the Martian surface, 
and its orbiter. which is still in 
space, circling the red planet.

He said he did not report the 
killing immediately because he 
feared for his life and that the 
same two men kidnaped him 
Sunday and released him 
Wednesday.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(U PI) — A rocket launching a 
$49.4 million communications 
satellite exploded four miles up 
just a minute after blastoff 
Thursday night — the second 
rocket explosion in two weeks 
— and space agency officials 
suspended all launches for a 
complete investigation. 


The explosion of the Atlas 
Centaur rocket bearing a high- 
capacity Intelsat 4A communi­ 
cations satellite seemed to 
duplicate the destruction of a 
Delta rocket that was lifting a 
European Space Agency com- 
mications satellite into orbit 
just 15 days ago. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, which 
already had suspended laun­ 
ches with Delta rockets, an­ 
nounced late Thursday night a 
suspension of launches with 
Atlas Centaur rockets pending a 
full investigation. The Delta 
and Atlas Centaur rockets are 
the only two boosters in use by 
NASA, although the Air Force 
uses a Titan 3-C for military 
weapons systems. 
Air Force search teams 
began sweeping the Atlantic to 
recover pieces of the rocket and 
payload for the investigators. 
“ I think the two explosions 
were unrelated.” said George 
Page, director of expendable 
vehicles at the Kennedy Space 
Center. “ And we can’t rule out 
sabotage, but we don’t suspect 
it.” 
The Intelsat 4-A. which can 
handle 6.000 telephone calls and 
two color television channels 
simultaneously, was to orbit 
above the Indian Ocean as part 
of a global network of 10 com­ 
munications satellites ope­ 
rated by a 98-nation consortium 
known as the Communications 
Satellite Corp. 
According to Andrew Stosan, 
director of launch vehicles for 
the Lewis Research Center, the 
malfunction appeared to origi­ 
nate within the engine area.

DACCA, Bangladesh (U P I) — 
Japanese Red Army terrorists 
freed four more hostages from 
their hijacked jet today but the 
Japanese government said it 
could not meet the guerrillas’ 
latest execution deadline for 142 
remaining hostages. 
They reinforced their threat 
with a slogan: “ Remember the 
Lod airport incident,” referring 
to a 1972 Red Army machine- 
gun attack at Israel’s Lod Inter­ 
national Airport in which 
terrorists killed 22 persons and 
wounded scores of others. 
None of the nine Americans 
still aboard the craft was 
released. 
The hijackers told the airport 
control tower again today they 
were determined to go through 
with their threat to kill their 
hostages one by one if their de­ 
mands are not met. 
The five gunmen were not yet 
aware that Japan will miss the 
6 p.m. EDT deadline for paying 
a $6 million ransom and releas­ 
ing nine terrorist prisoners, nor 
that three of the prisoners 
refused to leave their cells. 
The new threat was relayed 
to the Foreign Ministry in 
Tokyo, but Japan said it would 
miss the terrorists’ deadline by 
at least seven hours. 
Officials in Japan said six of 
the nine prisoners named by the 
hijackers were brought to 
Tokyo Prison, and the other 
three gave their final refusal 
Japan Air Lines prepared a 
special plane to carry the 
prisoners, the $6 million ran­ 
som — all in U.S. $100 bills — 
five tons of medical supplies, 
clothing and food and a host of 
officials from the government, 
police and the airline 


The eight-hour flight was 
scheduled to depart at 5 p.m. 
The Philippines, Thailand, 
Taiwan. Hong Kong and Burma 
granted JA L permission to fly 
over their territories en route 
to Dacca. 


There was no word where the 
hijackers would go after they 
get their ransom and comrades. 
Japanese Foreign Ministry offi­ 
cials said they contacted more 
than 10 countries the terrorists 
may use as a final destination. 


“ We will keep cool,” one of 
the hijackers told airport 
authorities. “ But we cannot 
wait beyond the deadline. 


Itsuko Narita, a Japanese 
woman hostage released today, 
said the hijackers struck two 
men aboard the DC8 plane when 
they tried to get up from their 
seats. 


The hijackers also changed 
seating arrangements on the jet 
so that men sat near the win­ 
dows and women and children 
were on the aisles.

The bill was the product of a 
public outcry over the practice 
of “redlining.” a term used to 
describe the practice of making 
home loans on the basis of 
where a person lives. 
The governor said the anti- 
redlining bill, coupled with nine 
other anti-crime bills he signed 
into law Wednesday, would help 
stop the decay of the central 
city

Driver error cause 
of Yuba bus tragedy 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Driver error was the main 
cause of a bus wreck which 
killed 28 members of the Yuba 
City High School choir and the 
director’s wife last year, the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board said Thursday. 
Evan Prothero. 50. was un­ 
familiar with the vehicle, failed 
to correctly monitor the service 
brake-air gauge and failed to 
slow down on a freeway off­ 
ramp near Martinez on May 21, 
1976. the board said. 
The bus slid along the railing 
of 1-680’s Marina Vista off-ramp 
for 74 feet and landed on its top 
more than 20 feet below. 
While Prothero’s error was 
cited as the official cause of the 
crash, the board said there 
were numerous contributing 
factors including poor mainte­ 
nance by the bus owner. Student 
Transportation Lines, Inc. The 
bus was built in 1950 and its air 
compressor belt failed 30 to 90 
minutes before the accident, 
leading to a loss of braking 
ability, the board said. 


Prothero had made only two 
previous bus trips, and had 
never driven the type of bus 
that was in the accident, 
although he was a 20 year 
veteran of driving large trucks, 
the board said The board added 
that he should have applied the 
em ergency air brake and 
should have been properly in­ 
structed by his company. 
Listed as contributing causes 
of the accident were: 
— Failure of the air compres­ 
sor drive belt. 
— Failure of the bus com­ 
pany’s maintenance program 
and pre-trip inspection to detect 
and replace the deteriorated 
air-compressor drive belt. 
— Failure of the signs at the

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Sexual abuse fought 
with bus placards 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Soon the following placard will 
adorn San Francisco’s munici­ 
pal buses: 
“ One out of every four 
females and males have had 
bad sexual experiences before 
they are 15 years old.” 
And the bus riders will be ad­ 
monished, “Don’t just clam up 
about it.” 
The sign results from a new, 
all-out community campaign 
against sexual m isuse of 
children — what Lois Dolan of 
the c ity ’s Sexual Trauma 
Center calls "society’s best- 
kept secret.” 
Given San Francisco’s popu­ 
lation. Mrs. Dolan figures this 
city alone has 40,000 potential 
and actual victims. The number 
is three times the victims of 
child battering. 
But last year only 150 cases of 
sexual abuse of the young were 
reported. 
“Who does a child tell about 
such things?” she asks. "How 
does a child tell a peer, or a 
family member, or a teacher — 
about something they don't 
have words for? 
“If adults can’t even discuss 
the problems, how can they 
help a young person, or family, 
deal with an actual sexual 
situation?” 
In recent months representa­ 
tives of law enforcement, 
medical and social service 
agencies and church groups 
have joined in an effort to make 
the problem “talkable.” 
The campaign will expand 
and publicize the number of 
counselors available day and 
night, and for the first time it 
will compile statistics from all 
agencies. Now there is no 
centralized reporting system. 
The campaign seeks to make 
the problem the entire city’s 
concern and Mrs. Dolan says it 
may become a model for the na­ 
tion 
The statement that one out of 
four have had bad sexual ex­ 


periences arises from several 
studies on the subject which 
seem to be confirmed by case 
workers who are asking new 
kinds of questions, Mrs. Dolan 
says. 
“For generations, the doctors 
and the psychologists have just 
been walking around this 
problem,” she says. "The 
professionals are blinded by 
their own sexual hangups. 
“It is like ‘the purloined let­ 
ter’ in front of us. It is so ob­ 
vious and so pervasive that we 
can’t see it.” 
Mrs. Dolan defines “a bad 
sexual experience” as one that 
traumatizes the victim, so that 
he or she relives the emotional 
pain many years afterward. 
Usually, it does not involve 
physical force, but rather an 
adult whose age and authority 
allows dominance overthe vic­ 
tim. 
Most of the offenders, Mrs. 
Dolan says, are relatives, not 
strangers hanging around the 
schoolyard. The offenders are 
seductive parents, uncles, 
aunts, cousins and grandfa­ 
thers. 
And the offenses do not neces­ 
sarily involve penetration. TTiey 
also include hand-genital and 
mouth-genital activities. 
The child may consent 
because of an offer of candy or 
money, because of a need for 
affection or because the adult 
has assured them that it is 
“okay to do.” 
The victim experiences 
trauma from the experience of 
being pressured, and then from 
the need to keep it secret. Often 
the trauma comes later — when 
the victim discovers, perhaps 
from his peers, that this is bad 
conduct. 
In cases of incest, Mrs. Dolan 
says a solution is not easy. A 
wife does not tell police 
because with a husband in jail, 
the family loses financial sup­ 
port. and she does not know 
where to seek help.

TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) - Iran 
admits a cholera epidemic 
sweeping the Middle East has 
stricken nearly 1,500 Iranians 
and killed 47. Syria, hardest hit 
by the disease, reported 18 
more cases and one death and 
Iraq reported its first death. 
The reports Thursday came 
only a month before the peak of 
the Moslem pilgrimage season, 
which health authorities fear 
may spread the inrfection 
throughout the world. 
Iran, which for nearly a 
month had denied reports of 
cholera inside its borders, 
acknowledged the El Tor strain 
of the disease had killed at least 
47 persons and stricken some 
1,500 others. 


In Beirut, a physician said the 
El Tor strain was milder than 
classical “ Asiatic cholera but 
more resistant to eradication. 
An Iranian Health Ministry 
statement said the outbreak 
was “completely under con­ 
trol” but called on Iranians to 


take full precautions against its 
further spread. 
Syria reported 18 cholera 
cases in the last 24 hours, bring­ 
ing the total there to 3,284. At 
least 73 Syrians have died in the 
outbreak but none in the past 
four days, officials said. 
Iraq issued a brief statement 
saying one person had died of 
cholera, the first fatality 
reported by that country 
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Egyptian health officials said 
no cases of the disease had been 
reported in Egypt but an­ 
nounced a massive campaign to 
inoculate most of the nation’s 34 
million people, starting with 
students.

'Deprogrammed’ 
woman sues 
her parents

(UPI) — Debra Parsons, 22, 
says she was forced from her 
downtown sandwich shop job 
last March to undergo eight 
w e e k s 
of 
r e l i g i o u s 
“deprogramming.” Now she 
wants $1 million from her 
parents and 15 others, who, she 
says, violated her constitu­ 
tional rights. 
The Hampden County Civil 
Liberties Union said it filed the 
suit this week in U.S. District 
Court on behalf of Miss 
Parsons. 
“We view this deprogram­ 
ming as forcible interference 
with the rights of young adults 
to religious expression.” attor­ 
ney Martin Margulies said 
Thursday. “These people have 
made a choice of religious 
preference which is unaccepta­ 
ble to adults and their parents. 
"A couple thousand years ago 
people like this were thrown to 
the lions,” Margulies said. 
“Now they’re subjected to 
several weeks of coercive con­ 
finement and told they will not 
be released until they repent.” 
Miss Parsons is a member of 
the Way Ministry, a national 
religious group headquartered 
in Ohio Her suit charged she 
was forced from the sandwich 
shop by her parents, her 
brother and other people after 
her parents had her ruled in­ 
competent in a hearing of which 
she knew nothing 
She asked $1 million in com- 
pensatory 
and 
punitive 
damages from her parents, 
Richard and Betty Parsons of 
Hellertown. Pa.; her brother 
Denis of Bethlehem. Pa.. and 14 
others 
The suit accuses the 17 defen­ 
dants of assault and battery, 
false imprisonment, abuse of 
process, invasion of privacy, 
willful infliction of emotional 
distress and conspiracy to 
deprive her of her con­ 
stitutional rights. 
Miss Parsons said she was 
taken from Springfield to New 
Hampshire. Connecticut and 
Minnesota and forced to under­ 
go eight weeks of deprogram­ 
ming “in which she, her beliefs 
and her associates in the Way 
Ministry were held up to insult 
and ridicule for the purpose of 
prevailing upon her to renounce 
those beliefs and associates.”

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Solvang cinema conflict simmers

Circumstances and timing 
have combined to create a 
“ let’s start over again” ap­ 
proach by the County Office of 
Environmental Quality (OEQ) 
with regard to the proposed 
Solvang Cinema planned by 
William Luton Jr. of Solvang. 
“ We are going to return all of 
Luton's money, $700, except for 
enough to cover work done last 
year,” according to OEQ staff 
member Alan Manee who was 
assigned the project in late 
August. 
“ That amount will 
cover the costs 
in assessing 
the project. This thing has got­ 
ten to the point that it would be 
easiest to just start over.” 
Accompanying the returned 
funds will be a letter from 
Manee explaining the situation 
and suggesting Luton notify 
OEQ about his plans for the 
Cinema before Oct. 12 when the 
file will become inactive. 
Luton will also be requested to 
submit a $370 deposit to re­ 
initiate processing by the OEQ 


In a recent letter received by 
the R e co rd , Luton had 
questioned the apparent delays 
in 
secu rin g 
a 
m ini- 
environmental impact report 
(M EIR ) from the OEQ and a 
September 19 request by that 
office for an additional amount 
of money — $350 according to 
Manee — before the M EIR 
could be begun. 
“ I made the first payment 
($220) a year ago and an ad­ 
ditional payment of $690.75 for 
an M EIR in June of this year, 
and nothing happened,” Luton 
said in his letter. This was prior 
to the September request for 
funds 
Behind the scenes, at the 
county level. Luton’s current 
situation stemmed from a 
series of events occurring in 
just the right order. 
According to Manee as he ex­ 
amined the bulging file on the 
Solvang Cinema. Luton’s first 
payment of $220 was in order. 
That amount was to cover the 
costs of a determination by 
OEQ as to the need for a 


negative declaration or an en­ 
vironmental report and what 
type. 
“ This deposit is a standard 
procedure for such projects,” 
Manee noted. 
“ Normally, the next step is to 
either return the unused por­ 
tion of the deposit if the person 
doesn’t want to proceed with 
the project or apply the unused 
portion towards the E IR costs. 
“ We notified Luton of our 
decision to require an M EIR 
based on noise, traffic and 
parking considerations which 
we saw as potential problems 
with his movie theater situated 
so near to the open air theater 
already there,” Manee said. 
“ These were our findings, 
based on an actual on-site in­ 
spection and not a response to 
complaints by Theaterfest sup­ 
porters.” 
The Cinema would be located 
on Second Street, Solvang, 
about 50 feet north of the 
Solvang Festival Theatre. 
Luton had stated in his letter 
to the Record, “ The opposition 


comes from a m inority of 
citizens concerned over a non­ 
profit, 
p artially 
tax-free 
T h e a trefe st which only 
operates two months out of the 
entire year. Because of this op­ 
position, I have been forced to 
obtain permission to proceed 
with the cinema from the 
county Office of Environmental 
Quality,” Luton said. 
Manee 
emphasized it had been OEQ’s 
decision to pursue the possible 
problems. 
Along w ith the O E Q ’s 
notification of an M E IR 
requirement for the Cinema, 
Luton also received a request 
for an additional $690.75 if he 
wished to proceed with the 
needed report. 
This letter was dated Oct. 11, 
1976, according to Manee. 
Checking through his files, 
Manee noted there had been no 
reply from Luton for that let­ 
ter. 
Meanwhile other events and 
correspondence 
occurred 
in­ 
cluding petitions in favor of the 
cinema and an approach and 


appeal for a zoning variance to 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion and Board of Supervisors. 
But, no notification by Luton to 
proceed with the M EIR was 
received. Manee said. 
In March of this year and 
again in June, the OEQ wrote to 
Luton asking for his plans and 
offering to discuss the situation 
with him if he wished, ac­ 
cording to Manee. 
Again, no 
response. 
Came August and Luton sud­ 
denly sent in the $690.75 to the 
OEQ for the M EIR, but it was 
passed into the county audit 
without notice apparently 
because of a shift in projects 
due to OEQ staff restructuring. 
Also, during the year since 
Luton first began his county 
dealings, 
the 
“ in-house” 
method of compiling an E IR 
(done by OEQ staff members), 
was disctoninued and a new 
method of hiring outside consul­ 
tants was begun. This method 
has been more costly for those 
seeking EIRs, Manee noted, 
but necessary because the 


employe who compiled EIR s 
no longer works for the county. 
By August, Luton’s money 
($1,180) was at the county, a 
different staff member had 
taken over the p ro ject’s 
records, and a new method of 
conducting EIR s had been in­ 
stituted. 
At that time, a 
request for a re-evaluation of 
the project was made by Luton. 


Manee did the re-evaluation 
and came to the same conclu­ 
sion as his predecessor had 
nearly a year before: an M EIR 
was necessary. 


With the refund of all Luton’s 
money, the Cinema project will 
now be approached by the 
county as a “ new” proposal.

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County to receive 
coastal site funds 


Gov. Brown Wednesday 
signed into law AB 924, which 
earmarks $5.4 million for key 
county beach acquisition sites. 
The bill appropriates a total 
of $52 6 million for the state 
park system to acquire coastal 
recreational lands 
The breakdown for this 
county is $500,000 to acquire 
about 57 acres at Haskell's 
beach, adjacent to Ellwood 
Pier in Goleta, $3,150,000 for 
the Gaviota State Beach area, 
$887,000 for Carpinteria State 
Beach and $880,000 for El 
Capitan State Beach 
The Gaviota appropriation- 
arrived at by a court suit set­ 
ting the market value—will buy 
land between Highway 101 and 
the ocean between Refugio and 
Gaviota State Beaches. 
The money designated for 
Carpinteria State Beach is to 
expand that area, not for 
development. 
The El Capitan funds are ear­ 
marked to acquire right-of- 
ways for a hiking, biking and 
riding trail connecting the 
U niversity of C alifornia 
network up the coast to El 
Capitan County Administrative 
Assistant John Stahl said, 
however, more funds are 
needed and an additional $1.2 
million is being asked of 


Caltrans. Stahl said it is es­ 
timated that a total of $2.5 
million will be needed to buy 
right-of-ways and construct the 
trails. 
Although all these lands are 
earmarked for the state park 
system, there is a possibility 
that the county will eventually 
be asked to administer the 
Haskell beach site, but this is 
just speculation on the part of 
the County Parks Department 
since they’ve had their eye on 
the property for some time.

Angeles-based attorney Howard Slusher, 
who represents both players. 
“ We recognize that this would be a 
voluntary act by the Patriots and not one 
that is demanded or required by the com­ 
m ittee,” added Slusher. 
The committee suggested Thursday 
that Hannah and Gray return to the club, 
and ordered the Patriots to place them 
on the retired list, which would preclude 
any 1977 play, if they don’t show up by 5 
p m 
Tuesday. The committee also 
ordered the Patriots to begin “good 


faith” contract negotiations after the 
1977 season, but Slusher wants to begin 
them now — something Sullivan says he 
won’t do. 
Both sides stated their positions in a 
two hour-plus meeting Thursday night at 
the offices of the NFL Players Asacia- 
tion. 
“I’m hopeful that they will report and 
that at the end of the season we can have 
meaningful contract negotiations,” said 
Sullivan afterward. “We are hopeful that 
before the final deadline their decision 
will be to return to the team.” 
The fact that the Patriots refused to 
renegotiate longterm contracts (Hannah 
is obligated to the club through 1980, 
Hannah through 1979) prompted the 
players to leave the team Sept. 11 and 
the club to file a grievance with the com­ 
mittee.

Ali reached 
back at the 
right time 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Muhammad Ali 
reached into the depths of the resources 
only he seems to possess and pulled out a 
victory Thursday night when defeat 
seemed so near. 
Staggered repeatedly by Earnie 
Shavers’ right-hand counter-punch, Ali 
somehow stayed on his feet, outboxed 
the challenger through the middle rounds 
and. in a furious 15th round, nearly 
knocked out Shavers after almost going 
down himself. The outcome was another 
disputed unanimous decision for the 35- 
year-old heavyweight champion. 
“This man hit me hard but Allah gave 
me the power to win,” said a weary Ali, 
who rested an hour after the fight before 
appearing at a press conference. “ I’m so 
glad I say my prayers to almighty Allah. 
Don’t you know how I come out of 
nowhere to do these things? I always 
come up with something. That’s God, 
that’s Allah.” 
It was Ali’s toughest fight since he 
stopped Joe Frazier in 14 rounds in 
Manila two years ago. Unlike his other 
disputed decisions over Jimmy Young 
and Ken N orton, how ever. Ali w a i 
shaken a number of times by the 
dangerous Shavers, who displayed an en­ 
durance few thought he had. 
“I’m tired,” Ali said. “ I’m almost as 
tired as Manila. I caught a lot of 
punches. This man was great. People 
sure get in shape when they fight me. 
The man’s never gone 15 rounds ” 
Ali clinched the decision on the of­ 
ficials’ cards after the 12th round when 
he moved ahead, eight rounds to four 
"It’s hard to win a decision against Ali, 
especially in New York. I knew I had to 
knock him out," said Shavers, who has 
kayoed 52 oppenents in 54 victories. 
‘‘Tonight he was a bad champion 
because he didn’t win.” 


Though he thought he was ahead enter­ 
ing the final round. Shavers did not fight 
like a man preserving a victory. He 
buckled Ali’s legs with rights early and 
toward the middle of the round, moving 
the champion into a corner. And then Ali 
turned on his reserve tanks and found 
something more. Late in the round he 
connected with a series of combinations 
that staggerd Shavers for the first time 
and nearly sent him to the canvas. 


“Ali’s a sucker for a left hook, but 
tonight he was a sucker for a right 
hand,” Dundee said. “He got hit with 
right-hand counters like he owned him 
But Muhammad always finds a way. He 
has something special. That 15th round 
was one of the finest rounds I’ve ever 
seen.” 


Referee Johnny LoBianco scored the 
fight 9-5-1 for Ali while judges Eva Shain 
and Tony Castellano had it 9-6. Ali won 
the bout by sweeping the ninth through 
12th rounds after splitting the first eight 
Shavers rallied to win the 13th and 14th, 
hurting Ali in both rounds, before the 
judges unanimously gave Ali the last.

Former player heads group in purchase of Red Sox 


BOSTON (UPI) — Haywood Sullivan, 
a one-time Boston catcher who endeared 
himself to the Yawkey family as a club 
executive, has won the bid-off for 
ownership of the Red Sox. 
Sullivan and partner Edward “ Buddy” 
LeRoux head a 13-member group that 
Thursday was given initial approval to 
purchase the 77-year-old team for an es­ 
timated $16 million from the estate of 
Thomas A Yawkey, who died July 9, 
1976 
The sale was expected to be finalized 
Oct. 31. The other 13 American League 
owners must ratify the purchase by a 
three-fourths vote 
“I feel proud of myself, if I can pat 
myself on the back for a second,” said 


Sullivan Thursday, after a noontime 
news conference that revealed his group 
had been given initial approval over four 
other combines. 
“ Baseball has been my entire life. I 
was a minor league player and a major 
leaguer; I managed in the minors and 
the majors (with Charlie Finley’s 
Kansas City Athletics in 1965). Now I 
have this great opportunity and I’m look­ 
ing forward to it.” 
Sullivan, 47, a native of Donalsonville, 
Ga., has served as the Red Sox’ vice 
president of player personnel the past 12 
seasons LeRoux is a former trainer for 
the Red Sox, Boston Bruins and Boston 
Celtics. The two will serve as general 
partners and will make the daily deci­ 


sions regarding the operation of the 
ballclub, Sullivan said. 
Although Sullivan said no management 
decisions have been made, the takeover 
apparently means the end of Dick O’Con- 
nell’s 12-year hold on the general 
manager’s job 
The finances of Sullivan’s group had 
been questioned by the three-member 
trust that has operated the club for the 
past year. The New York-based trust, 
however, was swayed after Jean 
Yawkey, wife of the longtime owner, 
joined the Sullivan group as a limited 
partner.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Any history of the social life of 
San Francisco has to begin with 
the comment of early resident 
John Marsh who said this con­ 
sisted entirely of “ getting 
drunk and running up and down 
the hills." 
There are those who would in­ 
sist nothing has changed since 
those days. 
And Frances Moffat includes 
M arsh's com m ent in her 
"Dancing on the Brink of the 
World The Rise and Fall of San 
Francisco Society," recently 
published by G. P. Putnam's 
Sons of New York ($9.95). 
One of the hills to which 
Marsh referred was Rincon 
Hill, which is no more except 
that its foundations bolster one 
end of the Bay Bridge ap­ 
proaches. 
In its heyday there was a 
residential d istrict named 
South Park, dominated by the 
"Chivalry" (most of them were 
southern in origin) and called 
the "Shovelry” by the unwa­ 
shed. 
Oyster suppers, eggnog soi­ 
rees, brandy smashes and the 
Civil War did the Chivalry in 
and ushered in the Shovelry 
aristrocats — the gold, silver 
and railroad nabobs who by 1880 
made Nob Hill “ the social 
Olympus of San Francisco." 
One of the social arbiters of 
those days was Baltimorean 
Ned Greenway, who in reply to 
a waiter's solicitous question, 
growled. "A gentleman never 
feels well in the morning.” 
San Francisco's attempts to 
remain in the swim often suf­ 
fered sea changes as when a 
pirated version of the London 
rage. "HMS Pinafore," bewil­ 
dered its California audience —

NEW YORK (UPI) - A new 
study shows that fearful dental 
patients can be treated safely 
without general anesthesia and 
yet not recall any unpleasant 
surgical procedure 
A National Institute of Dental 
Research scientist told the 
American Association for Den­ 
tal Research the "magic" is ac­ 
complished by injections in two 
steps 
Dr Stephen S. Gelfman, of 
Bethesda, Md., said even the 
most anxious of 160 individuals 
studied did not remember being 
injected with a local anesthetic 
— if they first were given an in­ 
travenous injection of memory- 
erasing agents 
Gelfman said the sedatives 
prevented recall of surgery but 
left the patients sufficiently 
conscious to respond to ques­ 
tions, follow instructions readi­ 
ly, and breathe and cough ef­ 
fortlessly.

At intervals after sedation, 
all patients were asked to iden­ 
tify and try to remember or­ 
dinary objects which were 
shown to them — a pencil, bar 
of soap, or keys and also to 
recall a prick on one hand or 
foot with a sterile pin. 
A third group of 15 control 
patients received only local 
anesthetics during oral surgery 
and were given similar visual 
and tactile stimuli 
All 160 patients were asked to 
complete questionnaires im­ 
mediately after, three hours 
after and one week after sur­ 
gery. 
The 15 control p atien ts 
remembered details of the sur­ 
gery and both types of stimuli.

Gary Cooper. Her latest novel 
is "Massacre at Fall Creek.” 
And a quick glance into any of 
the many rooms in the rambl­ 
ing, tree shaded country home 
she occupies outside Napa. 


C alif., w ill give convincing 
evidence that she is a reader 
Almost every available verti­ 
cal surface that is not a window 
or a door backs shelves cram­ 
med with books on every con­ 
ceivable subject. There are also 
short stacks of books on 
horizontal surfaces and books 
open or book-marked through­ 
out the house — a clear indica­ 
tion that the volumes are not 
merely for ornamentation. 
Her husband of 54 years, 
Harry Maxwell McPherson, 
retired school administrator, 
knows well that their home will 
never have enough shelf space. 
“ I’m sure she showed you the 
attic," he told an interviewer. 
“ It’s her pride and joy — 
nothing but bookshelves. You 
know, when we decided to do 
something with that attic, she 
said all she wanted was enough 
room for 50 or 60 books. 
"But I knew better. I told the 
carpenter to put shelves every 
place he could. And, look, she 
has filled every one ” 
The McPhersons have lived in 
their country home since 1940 
and share house and grounds 
with a number of cats, dogs, 
roosters, hens and other birds 


and animals. 
"We have lots of blue jays, 
quail, 
hummingbirds and 
doves," says Miss West, who 
sees that they all get fed. 
"When we moved here there 
were towhees. robins and even 
pheasants, but they have all 
gone somewhere else." 
Miss West started her writing 
after she was bed-ridden with 
tuberculosis and "sent home to 
die." She wrote first for her 
own pleasure and was surprised 
when her first short stories, 
mostly about Quakers, were 
sold. 
And she still writes in bed, 
setting down the words in 
longhand for subsequent typing 
by someone else. 
"I love the physical act of 
writing," she says. "I enjoy 
seeing the words flowing out of 
my pen across the pages. 
Without regard to content, it is 
pleasurable just to watch the 
ink trailing across the page " 
And the trail of ink she leaves 
is somehwat unusual in that she 
writes with her left hand, but in 
the manner of a right-hander, 
that is, without curling her left 
wrist around her writing.

The new initiative 
currently being circulated by 
the Alliance would apply to the 
unincorporated areas of the 
county (i.e., those areas outside 
the city limits of Santa Bar­ 
bara, Carpinteria, Santa Maria.

University of Washington plays 
football. 
Milfoil long ago invaded the 
Tennessee Valley where from 
$2 to $3 million is spent each 
year on the herbicide 2-4D just 
to control it. It is also a resident 
of the Okanagan region of 
British Columbia and officials 
shudder over the possibility it 
may get into the Columbia 
River system where it would 
play hob with navigation. 
Milfoil grows on the bottom 
and is confined to depths of 25 
feet or less Union Bay. at the 
west end of Lake Washington. 


Prohibitionists 
oppose more 
than just booze 


DENVER (UPI i - The 108- 
year-old National Prohibition 
Party wants to change its name 
to let voters know it is opposed 
to more than just booze 
The Prohibitionists also op­ 
pose large business monopo­ 
lies. abortion, pornography, 
gambling, farm subsidies and 
s o c i a l i ze d m e d i c i n e , and 
reco m m en d ed a constitutional 
amendment to lim it taxes 
Earl Dodge. 44. national ex­ 
ecutive secretary of America's 
third oldest political party, said 
too many people see the party 
as a one-issue organization — a 
party that wants only to ban 
alcoholic beverages 
“ We haven't changed our 
minds on prohibition, but we 
are involved in many issues, not 
just that one," Dodge said 
Names being considered are 
the National Statesman Party, 
the Good Government Party 
and the Fam ily Protection 
Party Dodge said an announce­ 
ment will be made next month 
on which name will be used. 
Dodge, who was vice presi­ 
dent i a l c a n d i d a t e of the 
Denver-based party in 1976, 
said the name change would be 
made on a trial basis. 
“ Were not going to legally 
change our name, but the name 
we use on the ballot in Colorado 
and a number of other states is 
going to be a different nam e,” 
he said 
The party was on the ballot in 
nine states last year and polled 
15,900 votes. 


makes an ideal habitat and the 
milfoil has moved in and ruined 
sailboating. swimming, water 
skiing and any attempts at 
fishing. 
Milfoil depletes the oxygen 
supply and sends fish scurrying 
from its domain. It is a good 
traveler, can be transferred by 
birds and boaters and can 
proliferate by breaking off into 
fragments and then taking root 
and spreading 
Its growth in Union Bay has 
progressed to the point where 
from the air it looks like a big 
brown parking lot 
So far it is confined to about 
200 acres in Union Bay and 
covers about 70 per cent of that 
acreage It is also present in the 
smaller Lake Sammamish east 
of Seattle but to a lesser extent. 


Authorities pretty well agree 
that 2-4D rather than such steps 
as dredging, harvesting or us­ 
ing plastic mats is the answer 
to eradicating the milfoil. 


The herbicide, not to be con­ 
fused with the pesticide DDT, 
destroys the roots of the milfoil 
and d o e s not h a v e any 
detrimental effects on the en­ 
vironment. although its use 
would have to be strictly 
monitored. 


A fish named the white amur 
eats the weed but importing it 
as the answer raises environ­ 
mental questions, to say noth­ 
ing of the shock a water skier 
might undergo if he landed on 
one. since the amur grows to 
150 pounds. 
Use of 2-4D would probably 
set environmental alarms ring­ 
ing but so far it is adjudged the 
best bet. 
The Canadians tried giant 
vacuum cleaners and other 
ways to harvest the milfoil but 
nothing worked 
Ironically, one reason the 
milfoil is on a binge in the lake 
is because it was cleaned up 15 
years ago by a program called 
Metro, and sunlight which now 
reaches the lake bottom pro­ 
motes growth of the weed. 


Just how milfoil got its start 
in this country is not known 
One theory holds a returning 
Asian visitor thought it would 
look n i f t y in h i s h o m e 
aquarium, eventually decided it 
didn’t and dumped it into 
Chesapeake Bay. Oddly enough, 
perhaps because of a toxicant 
introduced into that bay, it is sl­ 
owly dying off there. 
But it’s doing just dandy in 
Lake Washington 
Archaeologists' duties 
require some imagination 


BATTLE MOUNTAIN. Nev. 
(UPI) — Lynda Waski and Bob­ 
bie McGonagle see lakes and 
villages where others see only 
barren flat terrain blistering 
under a desert sun. 
Their job requires that kind 
of imagination, as well as the 
toughness to weather the dust 
and heat in a search of 
“treasures” which many con­ 
sider unimportant. 
T h e 
tw o 
w o m e n 
are 
archaeologists for the Bureau 
of Land Management. TTieir 
jurisdiction covers 8.4 million 
a c r e s of public lands in 
Nevada's Lander, Eureka, and 
Nye Counties They are looking 
for knowledge about ancient 
residents and their culture. 
So far, less than one-tenth of 
one per cent of public lands in 
Nevada have been surveyed for 
archaeological and historical 
remains. At that rate, it will 
take another 200 years to com­ 
plete the task, but they aren’t 
discouraged. 
“It’s exciting, like a mystery 
— m in d b o g g l in g but in ­ 
triguing,” said Ms. Waski. 
Both have been with the BLM 
about two years Ms McGona­ 
gle did her doctoral thesis on an 
archaeological site, north of 
Reno, where she unearthed ar­ 
tifacts dating back 12,000 years. 
Neither fears the dangers of 
tramping through the remote 
desert In fact, it’s the few peo­ 
ple they encounter who are 
most troublesome because of 
their lack of understanding of 
the work involved 
“Some people just don’t take 
us or our work seriously, but be­ 
ing a woman professional and 
an archaeologist are even more 
difficult.” said Ms McGonagle 
“ I have an even bigger job con­ 
vincing people I’m serious and 


have an important job to do.” 
Ms. Waski said some people 
believe she is collecting ar­ 
tifacts "just so you can send 
them to a museum, put them in 
a box and forget them." Ms. 
McGonagle says she indentified 
herself to a woman who said “I 
hope you never find one 
arrowhead.” 
“Some people think we re go­ 
ing to take something that 
belongs to them personally," 
McGonagle said “Of course, it 
belongs to all of us, and 
archaeologists need to study 
them, but sometiomes that’s 
hard for local people to unders­ 
tand This information can help 
them by predicting the future 
from data about the climate 
and the people who lived here." 
“For example, in excavation, 
we dig down by levels," Ms. 
Waski said. “By doing pollen 
analysis and other tests, we can 
tell what type of vegetation ex­ 
isted and when, what types of 
animals there were and what 
the climate cycles were 
“By studying tre£ ring data, 
we can pin down wet and dry 
periods We can find out where 
animals went during droughts, 
and why certain kinds of 
vegetation survived and others 
did not. This information can 
help us deal with future 
droughts.” she said 
“Basically we’re trying to 
find out how cultures change 
and why," Ms. McGonagle ad­ 
ded. “ We can’t predict the 
future until we know whv we 
c hanged the past ” 
Sometimes their efforts are 
hampered by pot and arrow­ 
head hunters, many of whom 
know they are violating the 
federal Antiquities Act which 
p r o t e c t s 
a r c h a e o l o g i c a l 
resources

Previously, he 
was the city’s deputy director 
of civil defense for two years 
He is a member of the Santa 
Barbara Red Cross district 
board of administrators.

W. 
Christensen, who served the 
Red Cross for six years in a 
similar post as head of the dis­ 
aster preparedness and relief 
organization. 
Christensen 
sought to retire in June at the 
expiration of his appointment 
but was persuaded to continue 
until a replacement was found. 
Baker, 67, saw service in the 
corps of engineers in Japan and 
Europe from 1940-’60 and as a 
civilian the following two years 
on the Nike missile system. He 
served the city as a volunteer in 
civil defense planning and 
operations from 1963 until his 
appointment asjleputy director 
in 1966 
Reorganization of the coun­ 
ty’s Red Cross disaster unit, 
said Wilson, who becam e 
chapter chairman June 16. 
“ moves to provide overall 
direction and supervision to the 
total chapter program and at 
the same time gives each dis­ 
trict full responsibility to 
recruit, train and implement 
their programs in a manner 
most beneficial to local com­ 
munity situations ” 
Wilson also announced the ap­ 
pointment of Joseph A. Dan- 
dona Sr., as the vice chairman 
of the disaster services com­ 
mittee. 
Employed by UCSB, 
Dandona had previous Red 
Cross disaster experience, par­ 
ticularly in Alaska 
In additio n. Malvin D. 
Dohrman, mem ber of the 
chapter’s governing board, and 
William Talanian. Red Cross 
c o m m u n i c a t i o n s 
unit 
chairman, Santa Barbara dis­ 
trict. have agreed to serve. 
The new c o m m i t t e e is 
responsible to the chapter’s 
board of directors, and its 
members will be selected from 
among board members from all 
districts and other volunteers 
who have expressed an interest 
in disaster preparedness, the 
chairman added 
“ With the dedicated par­ 
ticipation of volunteers at all 
levels. I’m sure our charter 
obligation of disaster service 
will continue to be met in a 
most professional and out­ 
standing manner.” Wilson said 
The chapter is divided into 
four districts: Santa Barbara, 
Santa Maria. Lompoc and Santa 
Ynez Valley, with offices in the

C h r i s t e n s e n ’s 
leadership, the disaster unit 
was considered by Red Cross at 
the Southern California division 
office, Los Angeles, as the 
largest, best trained and ef­ 
ficient in the state.

POLLY'S POINTERS

DEAR POLLY — I have an old white wicker fernery 
that has evidently been used on a porch and it is so very 
dirty. 1 want to spray paint it with white enamel but do 
not know how to clean it or prepare it for painting. 1 am 
afraid to wash it for fear the wicker will get soaked. Us­ 
ing a whisk broom has not helped. I do hope someone 
can help me. — JUNE A. 


DEAR JUNE A. — I think a whisk broom is far too stiff for 
breaking the dirt out of wicker. A large clean paint break 
would do a better job or the attackmeat break on year vaccem 
should remove the looae dirt. You mentioned that the fernery 
ia now white. I wonder what coaditioa the old peiat ia in. Often 
auch piecea have been painted ao many times that the old paint 
ia flaking off and the new job would be fur from aatiafactory. 
That wna happening to my white wicker porch chnira and laat 
year I had them stripped of aU paint by a furniture stripper 
and then they were apray-painted. If the present paint is in 
good condition a hoeing off should not hart it. I am presuming 
this ia real wicker not the ao celled wicker that resembles 
papier-macbe. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — When mailing gifts and other packages we 
take them to a Parcel Service where the delivery date ia 
sooner and the cost leas than that of regular parcel post Since 
many of our packages are addressed to a P.O. Box number in­ 
stead of the usual street address we always include the 
telephone number and area code along with the address. This 
enables the Parcel Service to contact the recipients im­ 
mediately on arrival.

DEAR POLLY — The small scarves we wear so much now 
get ao wrinkled and look as if they need pressing after each 
time they are worn. When I take one off I smooth and fold it 
neatly and place it between the pages of a thick magazine. 
When I am ready to wear it again it is nicely pressed —

DEAR POLLY — I make "quickie” ice packs by soaking 
folded wash cloths or small hand towels and placing each one 
on a foam tray such as meat comes on. These are put in the 
freezer for about 15 minutes, taken out and slipped into a 
plastic sandwich bag. I always make two at a time. When one 
thaws the other is ready to replace it. 
When having new carpet laid always save several pieces to 
use for repairs. Careless smokers often drop ashes that leave 
burn spots When this happened to me 1 called the carpet in­ 
staller and he told me to cut off some nap from a scrap, drop 
that milky white glue we use so much on the burned spot (of 
course, after scraping off the loose burned part) and then 
press the nap into the glue. More can be added to build it up. 
Mine lasted for 10 years but 1 still bold on to those carpet 
scraps just in case there should be another accident. — MRS.

Carter vs. legislative veto

WASHINGTON (NEA) - A significant 
new battle appears to be looming in the 
institutional power struggle between the 
White House and Congress that has ex­ 
isted as long as the Republic itself. 


President C arter, 
irked by what he sees 
as usrupation of ex­ 
e c u tiv e 
b ra n c h 
authority, is weighing 
a challenge to the 
growing congressional 
tendency to assert 
control over enforce­ 
ment of laws as well 
as their enactment.

At issue is the “legislative veto,” a 
device Congress has employed at an 
ever-accelerating rate over the past 
decade in an effort to insure that ex­ 
ecutive agencies carry out the intent of a 
law even when they don’t happen to 
agree with it, as was often the case un­ 
der Presidents Nixon and Ford. 
In its most common form, it is a provi­ 
sion attached to a bill that gives either 
house of Congress, or in some cases a 
single committee, the right to veto any 
regulations promulgated by an executive 
agency to enforce the law in question. 
The legislative veto is not a new crea­ 
tion. 
The first one dates back to a 
government reorganization act of 1932. 
But until recent years, it was a tool that 
was used only sparingly by Congress. 
More than half of the laws containing 
such a provision have been enacted since 
IMP. 
The election of a Democratic president 
has done nothing to dampen congres­ 
sional enthusiasm for the legislative 
veto In fact, the leading advocate of the 
device is a long-time Carter friend and 
supporter. Rep. Elliott Levitas, D-Ga 
Levitas is the chief sponsor of pending 
legislation that would give either house 
of Congress the power to veto any 
regulation promulgated henceforth by an 
executive agency 
His bill very nearly 
passed the House last year, falling just 
two votes shy of the two-thirds majority 
needed when it was brought up in the 


Carter, at a recent cabinet meeting, 
expressed grave concern about the con­ 
stitutionality of the legislative veto, 
which has always been disputed by the 
Justice Department. 
He also brooded 
about the political implications of giving 
Congress the right to second-guess ex­ 
ecutive branch decisions, according to 
sources who attended the meeting. 
At Carter’s direction. White House 
counsel Robert Lipshutz is now directing 
an administration review of all existing 
and proposed laws which contain some 
form of legislative veto. 
“We want to figure out some way of 
resolving this peaceably,” said a Justice 
Department official involved in the 
review. “We don’t want to declare war 
on Congress.” 
Carter's opposition to the legislative 
veto, while traditional for a chief ex­ 
ecutive, is a touch awkward for a presi­ 
dent who places so much emphasis on 
making the federal bureaucracy more 
responsive to the people 
As Levitas notes, regulations issued by 
executive agencies carry the full force of 
law, but those who draft such rules are 
not accountable to the voters Members 
of Congress, who take the political heat 
for unpopular federal regulations, cannot 
correct abuses without going through the 
entire cumbersome process of rewriting 
the basic law in question unless a 
mechanism like the legislative veto is 
available. 
"The real value of the legislative 
veto.” the Georgia Democrat said, “is 
that it sensitizes the bureaucracy. Those 
guys downtown will be a lot more careful 
about how they write regulations if they 
know Congress is looking over their 
shoulders.” 
Sometime next year, the Levitas bill is 
likely to reach the House floor. Unless 
Carter changes ms opinion of the 
legislative veto procedure, a full-scale 
donnybrook between the White House 
and Congress could erupt at that point.

Somoza is caught up in the vision of his 
own grandeur. He is a tin-medal tyrant 
of unmilitary bearing, 
who loves to dress like 
a m ilitary peacock

medals. 
He is not as heroic, 
h o w e v e r, a s th e 
medals would attest. 
He prefers to speak to 
his subjects, for exam­ 
ple, from the safety of 
a bulletproof booth in­ 
side a three-sided, 
steel-plated shed, sur­ 
rounded by a fence. The bulletproof glass 
grossly distorts his owlish, ogling face. 
In the tradition of his dictator father, 
Somoza uses his power to bleed his peo­ 
ple. This m assive transfusion has 
enriched his own bloodstream; he has 
amassed a personal fortune that runs 
into the hundreds of millions of dollars. 
He uses the political machinery to 
keep his people in line. No one, for exam­ 
ple, is permitted to hold a government 
job unless he is a member of Somoza s 
political party, the Nationalist Liberal 
Party. 
As ev id en ce of th e ir p o litic a l 
allegiance, party m em bers carry a 
membership card widely known as “La 
Rosadita,” or the little pink card. The 
more irreverent call it “La Magnifica,” 
after the prayer card which Catholics 
carry as protection from unknown 
dangers. 
La Rosadita is the key to government 
employment. Ministers and managers, 
truck drivers and garbage collectors 
alike must produce their little pink card 
before they are put on the government 
payroll. 
Under the Somoza system, the obliga­ 
tions of a public servant are unique. They 
are expected in addition to their 
governmental duties to attend Somoza's 
parades and speeches and to hail their 
chief with compulsory cheers. In the 
past, they were actually required to 
report to their places of employment and 
punch time clocks before a parade Then 
they were bused or trucked like cattle to 
the appointed location. 
Government employes must also kick 
back part of their pay to finance the 
party Each payday, five percent of their 
gross salary is automatically deducted 
from their paychecks for party dues. The 
money is used to pay for rallies, parties 
and anything else Somoza chooses to 
charge to the party. 
A decade ago, while Somoza’s brother 
Luis was president, the government was 
reorganized into a system strikingly 
similar to the communist system the 
Somozas denounce. Hundreds of “can­ 
tons” were created at the local level, 
giving the Somozas a tighter grip on the 
populace down to the grassroots. 
The canton leaders are expected to 
know everyone in their jurisdictions. 
Almost all government services - roads, 
schools, permits, licenses - are ad­ 
ministered through the cantons. Ulus it 
is impressed upon the peasants that if 
they expected to live a trouble-free life, 
they must jump when the government so 
orders. 
So today, when Somoza needs a large 
crowd to cheer him, he merely passes 
the word and the local leader rounds up 
the required number of bodies. As an in­ 
ducement, Somoza turns on the party 
money valve and a flow of cash trickles 
down to the cantons. 
The canton leaders, of course, help 
themselves to the biggest share. But all 
the way down the line, the other 


organizers take their cuts. There is little 
left for the peasants who pour out of the 
buses. U sually, each p easan t is 
presented with a little banner to wave 
and a glass of “guaro” — rotgut liquor 
produced by the government — to wash 
away his doubts and ease his burdens 
Some readers may ask why we would 
spend five months investigating an ob­ 
scure dictator of no consequence beyond 
his own borders. In recent years, the 
American people have found themselves 
uncomfortably allied with a host of two- 
bit tyrants. They have been recruited 
into the U.S. bloc by the power brokers in 
Washington 
Anastasio Somoza is the epitome of 
i these petty tyrants — a bemedaled, beer- 
l bellied potentate who has developed an 
epoxylike bond with Washington. He toes 
the U.S. line at the United Nations. He 
allowed the CIA to use his country as the 
staging base for the Bay of Pigs inva­ 
sion He is the darling of the Pentagon. 
As the price for Somoza’s friendship, 
the United States has provided the 
economic and military support that has 
kept his family in power. This has 
brought about the Americanization of 
Anastasio Somoza. He even spurns the 
Spanish language, preferring instead the 


American slang he learned as a student 
at West Point. He has become a 
foreigner in his own land. 
Somoza rules a country bedeviled by 
oppressive heat and humidity. The 
human birth rate is as high as the 
productivity is low. Most Nicaraguans 
are born into poverty; they toil for some 
of the lowest wages in the Western 
hemisphere. The average hourly pay is 
barely 30 cents. 
Yet their ruler is estranged from 
them; more accurately, he has insulated 
himself from their problems. He has a 
low opinion of his people and, according 
to one source, “doesn’t believe the 
country can be developed through the 
Nicaraguan people.” It is a disdain, 
Nicaraguans tell us, that the people 
reciprocate. 
The decision to support Somoza and 
other dictators like him is a national dis­ 
grace and an abrogation of America’s 
historic com m itm ent to champion 
democracy throughout the world.

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Gang youth* 
have few facilities 
Chinatown deaths laid to ne^ ect 
by Murray Olderman 


SAN FRANCISCO-(NEA) 
- There are 30.000 people of 
Chinese descent compressed 
into the small ghetto that’s 
called Chinatown in San Fran­ 
cisco — a tourist lure of tinsel 
but also squalid and con­ 
gested. 
In the last decade they ve 
been preyed upon by bands of 
young hoodlums, no more than 
200 in number, who have prac­ 
tice d 
e x to r tio n , 
arm ed 
robbery, assault and murder. 
The violence has hit home 
with 44 murders, and most 
recently a gangland style 
m assacre at the G olden 
D r a g o n 
r e s t a u r a n t on 
Washington Street in the heart 
of Chinatown, with five people 
slain and 11 injured — all of 
them innocent victims. 
And the crim inals ram­ 
paging along internationally 
known Grant Avenue — the 
biggest Chinatown in the 
world outside the Orient — 
range in age from 20 down to 
13. 
The trigger men are all in 
the younger group because 
these are street-smart kids 
who know that if a 14 or 15- 
year-old does the actual 
shooting, as a juvenile the 
maximum he’s going to do is 
three years for murder 
The recent spate of killings 
is the result of a gang war for 
control of the territory En­ 
trenched in Chinatown is the 
Wah Ching gang. c< nposed 
mostly of foreign born kids 
who have migrated from the 
streets of Hong Kong and 
Macao, unable to assimilate 
into the American culture 
because of language barriers, 
failure in the educational 
system and a breakdown of 
the traditional Chinese family 
structure. 
Challenging the Wah Ching 
is the Chung Ching Yee gang, 
popularly known as the Joe 
Fong Boys (or the Joe Boys). 
Their leader, Joe Fong, is serv­ 
ing time in prison for murder. 
In their clashes, since May 


of this year, 30 people have 
been killed or injured. 
Gordon Lau, who grew up in 
Chinatown and recently was 
appointed to the Board of 
Supervisors which governs the 
city, is appalled at the con- 
ditions 
of 
his 
old 
neighborhood. 
“I was shocked and dis­ 
gusted,” he says in the after- 
math of the Golden Dragon 
murders, ‘‘that things have 
gotten this bad that the 
crazies could come in and 
wantonly 
gun 
down 
bystanders.” 
The 
36-year-old lawyer 
blames the anarchic condition 
of Chinatown on civic neglect 
and irresponsibility. 
“Chinatown,” he says, ‘ has 
been ignored by the rest of the 
community for decades. It s a 
low income area where the 
people crowded in are not af­ 
forded proper education, 
health and housing. It’s 
treated like a ghetto And like ^ 
any poor district, it’s given 
low priority by the San Fran­ 
cisco Police Department. 
‘‘Most of the kids commit­ 
ting the crimes are teenagers 
They suffer from a lack of 
facilities. There are only two 
playgrounds for 30,000 people. 
The only football field is one 
where you skin your elbow on 
concrete. 
“Until recently, there were 
no Chinese cops and only one 
Chinese fireman. And not 
many Chinese lawyers. 
“ The Chinese are not 
different than other people 
We are law-abiding, life-is- 
good-to-us folks. My worry is 
that a lot of kids are going to 
get contaminated by these 
hoodlums.” 
Charles Gain, the San Y ran- 
cisco chief of police, hints 
baldly that the kid gangs alone 
aren’t responsible for the rash 
of crime in Chinatown. 
“These kids are pawns, he 
asserts. 
‘‘Business persons 
may be paying them off. This 
is not just a juvenile problem. 
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on this belief. 


It involves businessmen who 
are profiting from the ac­ 
tivities of the gangs 
Complicating the problem is 
the Chinese attitude toward 
gambling, which breeds an at­ 
mosphere of illegality, and a 
long nurtured distrust of 
recognized authority and 
government. 
“To the older Chinese,” 
s a y s Ron Schneider, a 
longtime police veteran of the 
Chinatown detail, “gambling 
is as legitimate as owning a 
grocery store. They see no 
evil in it. Historically, they’ve 
never turned to the white 
community or the courts to 
•make their appeals when 
they’ve been victimized by 
shakedowns ’’ 
Historically, the Chinese 
had good reason for rejecting 
Western intrusion They came 
in great numbers during the 
E 
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Gold Rush days of 1849 They 
built the railroads and did 
every medial task in making 
California an advanced socie­ 
ty 
They also were greatly 
abused, physically and social­ 
ly , 
by 
t h e i r 
w e s t e r n 
neighbors 


So they grouped together in 
their own associations, called 
“tongs’ 
which exist to this 
dav and wield great influence 
in the Chinese community 
The Wah Ching gang is 
r e p o r t e d l y 
u n d e r 
the 
patronage of the powerful Hop 
Sing tong. 
There is also conjecture 
that the gang activity ot 
Chinatown is related to groups 
in other cities of the American 
continent which have large 
Chinese populations, such as 
New York. Los Angeles, Seat­ 
tle and Vancouver. Kids with 
the heat on them because of 
recent shootouts take refuge 
with gangs in other cities. 
In San Francisco, they offer 
big rewards for information 
leading to the apprehension of 
the young hoods — Mayor 
George Moscone immediately 
posted $25,000 after the 
Golden Dragon shootout - but 
the problem remains that the 
Chinese community is reluc­ 
tant to come forward. 
“The bold acts of the gangs, 
sometimes in broad daylight, 
only 
cause 
more 
in­ 
timidation,” says Leonard 
Louie, a lawyer in the district 
attorney’s office, who also 
grew up in Chinatown. 
‘‘We had gangs in my day. I 
remember the John Street 
gang But we fought with our 
fists. Not guns and knives like 
they use today.” 
In the Golden Dragon slay- 
ing, the three hooded 
youngsters who invaded the 
restaurant brandished a 
shotgun, an automatic rifle 
and revolvers. Not exactly the 
play toys of teenagers.

DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
migraines and back pains plus 
osteoarthritis The usual ad­ 
vice of my doctor is to take 
aspinn. every four hours, and 
this has worked well 
But last May I went to a 
well known clinic for a 
checkup for a problem 1 had 
an d t h e y found

had 
gallstones and removed the 
gall bladder 
With all the tests that 1 went 
through 
no one thought of 
making a coagulation test 
Result, during surgery I bled 
profusely and the surgeon had 
quite a problem stopping the 
bleeding 
Later I was black 
and blue from the navel down 
to the buttocks. The aspinn 
products had thinned the blood 
to an extreme point The sur­ 
geon told my wife that if I had 
had the operation for a 
stomach ulcer he could not

Plants in 
the home»»« 
Gloxinias you can grow for all-year blooms 
by Elvin McDonald 


Although there have been enormous 
changes in the plant world in recent 
years, none is more dramatic than 
that of the gloxinia. Until the 50s it 
was cultivated almost entirely as a 
commercial gilt plant 
« “ »lly 
finished for Mother's Day, "finished 
being the growers’ way of saying a 
plant is ready to be sold. 
Now the gloxinia has hit the big 
time and may regularly be seen grac­ 
ing the pages of such magazines as 
'Architectural Digest." 
“ House 
Beautiful,” ‘‘House & Garden 
and 
occasionally “ Vogue.” It has 
national society with thousands of 
members and there are varieties in 
all sizes from miniatures that can be 
grown in a thimble of soil to large- 
flowered hybrids that grow on plants 
big enough to fill a bushel. Tliere are 
even fabrics and wallpapers that 
feature gloxinias. 
. 
The first gloxinia was discovered in 
Brazil and brought to England in 1817, 
but its meteoric rise to fame did not 
begin until 1949 when the spectacular 
hybrids of American breeder Albert 
Buell were introduced. Within a year, 
the American Gloxinia Society was 
founded and shortly thereafter the 
miniature gloxinia ta0™ . “ 
ningia pusilla came into cultivation. 
These three events set the stage for 
vast improvements in the yar.lf~ 
plants we know as gloxinias. Actually, 
all of them belong to the genus Sm- 
ningia (sin-IN-jee-uh), a mjsnber of 
the gesneriad family wtoch also in 
eludes the African violet and lipstick 
vine There is a true gloxinia in the 
same family; it grows uprigbt and 
resembles a small lavender-blue 


^°If^all of this seems complicated, 
hold on because the plot thickens, yet 
in order to appreciate and 
lv grow the gloxinias of today it is

to understand the various 
types. 1 divide them into six 
categories; 
(1) Full-size Sinningia species, one 
of which. S. regina, was probably the 
first brought to England, (2) 
miniature Sinningia species and 
hybrids, S. pusilla being die **»' 
known; (S) brge-nowered Siroingw 
hybrids, with trumpet-shaped flowers 
that may be single or double, (4) 
slipper-flowered Sinningia hybrids,

hybrids formerly called Gloxmera, 


these being the offspring of cro» 
between sinningia and the plants we 
knew untU recently as rechsteineria. 
The smallest miniatures presently 
occur in category two and most of 
these do best in the constantly high 
humidity of a terrarium. The slipper- 
shaped flowers are usually slightly 
less than a half-inch wide, with an 
inch-long tube; most are white, 
lavender, purple, or a combination of 
these colors. 
The hybrids in category six are also 
miniature, but slightly larger. They 
need moderate to high humidity but 
not necessarily terrarium culture. 
Their flowers tend to be pink, salmon 
or lavender. 
Technicalities aside, all sinningias 
grow from a fleshy tuber which, given 
good care, may live to a ripe old age 
of 50 years - or more. In nature the 
tuber preserves the plant through an 
annual dry season, during which time 
the old leaves die. After a period of 
weeks or months the rains come, 
along with higher temperatures and 


more humidity, and within days new 
leaves sprout from the tuber. 


Success with sinningias as indoor 
plants depends largely on duplicating 
the same environment and seasonal 
cycle they have been conditioned to in 
nature. The chief difference is that 
we can control the timing and dura­ 
tion of active growth simply by ad­ 
ding or withholding water. 


In a nutshell, here is the саге I 
recommend for all six categories of 
sinningias (which I suspect most of us 
will continue to call gloxinias); 
Light; enough sun to foster com­ 
pact leaf growth, or 
а 
fl uo rescent-ligh t 
garden. 
Temperature; average house or о * 
fice. Humidity; 40 per cent or more 
for best results dunng the winter 
heating season, use a coo'‘v* |*£ 
humidifier. Soil; a mix of equal parW 
all-purpose potting soil, vermiculite, 
and sphagnum peat mossjilus a hMd- 
ful of steamed bone meal to eacn 


quart; keep evenly moist by applying 
water of room temperature. 
For a source list of where to buy 
gloxinias, fabrics, and wallpapers 
featuring them, and how to join the 
Gloxinia Society, write to me in care 
of this newspaper, enclosing a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope 
with your request. 


Q. I received a gloxinia in bloom for 
Mother’s Day. Now there are no more 
buds and the leaves have stopped 
growing. What should I do with it. 


A. Withhold all water and fertilizer. 
Set the pot in a cupboard or closet. 
The leaves will gradually die, at 
which time you can remove them. 
Add only enough water to keep the 
soil from becoming bone dry After a 
rest of two to three months, remove 
the soil from the pot and carefully ex­ 
tricate the tuber. Clean the pot and 
fill it with fresh soil; plant the tuber 
in the center about a half-inch deep. 
Place to grow in a warm, sunny win­ 
dow or fluorescent-light garden.

What’s in a train? 


Last year when he arrived late 
from Philadelphia for a New York 
news conference, presidential 
primary candidate Fred Harris gave 
an explanation that was short if not 
sweet* 
"I wanted to come to New York in 
the worst way and I did. I took the 
Penn Central” 
One year and many track repairs 
later, riding the rails remains a 
hazardous proposition for anyone on a 
tight schedule. However, for comfort 
lovers and rail equipment fans and 
fanciers, things are looking up. 
Amtrak, the quasi-government cor­ 
poration that took over most of the 
nation’s passenger railroads six years 
ago. now has 93 all new “Amfleet 
and “Turbo” trains in its roughly 240- 
trains-daily lineup and this winter 
will 
field 
the fir s t of its 
‘ ‘Superliners.1 * 
The Superliners are Amtrak’s class 
act, a multi-million dollar bid to im­ 
prove its long distance trains and at­ 
tract more long haul passengers. 
Double-decker all-electric trains with 
“dome car visibility” and open-plan 
interiors to create a more spacious 
feeling, they’re set for service on the 
Empire Builder and North Coast 
Hiawatha between Chicago and Seat­ 
tle via Milwaukee and Minneapolis 
and then on through the mountains 
and timberlands of the Northwest. 
Starting dates have yet to be an­ 
nounced but passengers can prepare 
themselves for high-style intenors in 
western desert colors (beiges, 
browns. rusts) and a lavish use of 
carpeting. There’ll also be vanity- 
equipped dressing rooms in addition 
to the unisex toilets in each coach and 
full, pullout leg rests attached to up- 


holstered reclining seats slightly 
larger than those for first-class air- 


UlSleepers8 wUI have deluxe and 
economy bedrooms with individual 
temperature control and a mix of 
classical and “elevator mellow 
music to turn on or off. A public ad­ 
dress system will insure that all pas­ 
sengers get advance notice of which 
stop is which. 
In the dining car, there’ll be booth- 
style tables converted to a lounge at 
one end where snacks and drinks can 
be ordered between meals. Double- 
decker sightseer cars are on order 
along with enough equipment to make 
up at least 35 more Superliner trains 
by mid-79.

The company’s New Look in turn 
means new answers to what’s even a 
new question for many jet generation 
travelers: what’s in a train and will 
you like it? 
Examining the second part first, it 
comes down to choose carefully and 
you’re likely to come up with 
something you fancy if you’re after:

been running late almost half the 
time, and its short distance trams 
(making trips under 500 miles) are 
tardy about a quarter of the time. 
Trains may also be a wrong answer 
in that Amtrak serves fewer than 500 
communities, some at optimum 
hours, some in the middle of the 
night, and some on too infrequent a 
schedule for ease. 
A major difficulty has been the 
recurring breakdown of the air- 
conditioning/heating system in older 
cars, particularly sleepers.The Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission at last 
ruled that "appropriate relief 
be 
given passengers who experience on 
board temperatures below 60 degrees 
or above 80. “Relief” may mean re- 
accommodation or a refund if the'pas­ 
senger complains.

accounts, the Coast Starlight (Lot 
Angeles-Seattle) wins hands down. It 
parallels the Pacific’s edge much of 
the time and even lets passengers 
sneak a peek at a nudist beach. The 
Denver & Rio Grande Western Co. 
(not Amtrak, though in Its reserva- 
tions system) operates the Rio 
Grande Zephyr along the eye-popping 
territory between Denver, Salt Lake 
City and Ogden, Utah, while the San 
Francisco Zephyr (Amtrak, Chicago- 
San Francisco) offers long distance 
views of the Rockies but turns spec­ 
tacular when it twists through the 
Sierras. On the East Coast, The Em­ 
pire Service (New York-Syracuse) 
gets votes for its closeup look at the 
Mohawk Valley. 


FASTEST: Don’t get your hopes up. 
Due to track conditions and legal 
limitations, the top speed any train 
does at present is about 90 MPH - Th® 
metroliners between New York and 
Washington legally can do 105-107 
MPH but usually stay with a top ot «0. 
Even so, this is Amtrak’s fastest 
operation. 
Next are the 13 new Turbo trains. 
They hit up to 79 MPH on their routes 
between New York, A'bany, 
Syracuse, Rochester and Buffalo, but 
only make 70 in the Midwest, Chicago- 
Detroit, Chicago-Milwaukee. The 
Amfleet trains which account for 80 of 
the all-new 93 are all short distance 
trains (exception:

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Caring for your car 
Conquering the cotter pm 
by Ray 


Cotter pins are used in a variety of 
places in your automobile To the in­ 
experienced 
Saturday 
m echanic, 
removing a cotter pin can be difficult, 
time- consuming, and sometimes lead 
to skinned knuckles. Here’s how to 
avoid all that. 


To remove a cotter pin bend both 
ends of the pin straight, then grasp 
the cotter pin by its head and pull it 
out of its hote 


One of the most common ways 
among professional mechanics is us­ 
ing 
diagonal cutters, 
som etim es 
re fe rre d 
to 
as 
“ s id e c u tte r s .” 
Diagonal cutters work like pliers in 
that you squeeze the handles together 
to make them cut. Unlike pliers, they 
have no flat jaw s to hold an object. 


By pressing the handles of the cut­ 
ters hard they will cut through wires, 
cotter pins. etc. But by applying less 
pressure (not enough to cut), the cut­ 
ters can applv a powerful grip as the 
sharp edges of the cutters bite into 
the surface of a wire or cotter pin. 


You're better off buying a bigger 
pair of cutters, even though the cost 
may be a couple of bucks more. The 
bigger pair allows you to apply more 
leverage, both for cutting and pulling. 
Trying to extract a big cotter pin with

a small pair of cutters can sometimes 
be a hassle. 


When you start to remove a cotter 
pin you'll usually find both ends of the 
pin bent out away from the hole. The 
thin cutting jaw s of the cutters allow 
you to easily grasp both ends of the 
cotter pin and bend them straight. 


Hold the cutters in your hand and 
close them Notice how one side of the 
cutting jaw s form s almost a flat sur­ 
face. The other side of the jaw s forms 
a little valley. 


Place the flat part of the cutting 
jaw s against the nut (or whatever the 
cotter pin is in) and then close the cut­ 
ting edges against the head of the cot­ 
ter pin. Apply enough pressure on the 
handles of the cutters to let the jaws 
get a good grip on the head of the cot­ 
ter pin. but not enough to cut the head 
off. Now pull up on the handles. 


The flat part of the jaw s acts as a 
lever. As you pull up the jaw s press 
against the nut (or other item) that 
the cotter pin is in and withdraw the 
pin. Sometimes the cotter pin may 
only be lifted part way out. In that 
case repeat the procedure (placing 
the flat cutting edges against the nut. 
closing the cutters, and pulling up) 
until the cotter pin is totally ex-

He also creates a 
dramatic tension, remarkable 
in stories that mainly dea 
with rather conventional 
characters and situations. 
Maxwell’s world is in­ 
habited by people who embark 
on 
g a s tr o n o m ic a l, 
not 
spiritual, pilgrimages 
and 
who are afflicted not by 
murder, madness or grave 
m alady, but by d ls *P* 
pointments, doubts and 
defeats. He rarely swerves 
from the domestic, but the 
pleasures and horrors he 
describes are rarely slight. 
Although the physical dis­ 
tance between Maxwell s 
Manhattan and Paul Theroux’s 
Malaysia is mammoth, the 
psychic distance is minute 
The characters in both short 
story collections wrestle with 
the feeling of being out of joint 


with the time. 
T h e r o u x ’s 
c a s t 
ot 
characters includes a motley 
lot of aging expatriate 
Americans and British living 
in Ayer Hitam (Black Water), 
a Malaysian town at jungle s 
and civilization’s edge. Relics 
of another age, they have out­ 
lived and outstayed their 
countries’ colonial glory, 
clinging now to memories and 
a tacky white man’s club 
An American diplomat, who 
narrates all the stories, has 
been dispatched to Ayer 
Hitam to dismantle the U.S. 
consulate — also a relic of 
another age when Americans 
owned thriving rubber plan­ 
tations there. 
The stories are stuffed with 
vividly drawn natives, but 
three of the most colorful 
characters are American 
women; a freeloading travel 
writer, an anthropologist who 
marries an aborigine chief, a 
“plump, graceless” English 
teacher, with a behind only a 
“Chinese upholsterer could 
have admired.” Dubbed the 
“Flower of Malaysia,” she is 
soon deflowered by Orang 
Minyak (the oil man), who 
literally slips from the grasp 
of those trying to catch him 
Massachusetts-born Theroux 
continues 
to 
prove 
him­ 
self 
the 
most 
acute 
and 
amusing Western observer of 
Far Eastern culture writing 
today. Anyone who read and

Railway Bazaar
